The mere fact that odds and ends 


of the Shantung problem are being 
cleared up, after long delay, is taken 
as sufficient proof that the parties ex- 
pect the main topic to be cleared later.

CONGRESS MUST HURRY LAW 


President Won't Accept Genoa 


Invitation Unless He Has 


Plan to Recommend

Washington — President Harding 


will decline to give his approval to 
any soldier bonus proposal which does 
hot provide a sure means of raising 
the money. And at the moment the 
president gives the impression that it 
would be a mistake to assume that 
enough money will be forthcoming on 
the allied war debt to pay the bonus. 


The president's attitude toward the 


bonus as revealed at the White House 
is one of continued belief in soldier 
compensation but of reluctance to as- 
sociate the foreign debt question with 
it. The truth of the matter is that 
Mr. Harding turned the tables on 
those who asked for his approval to a 
soldier bonus bill contingent upon the 
allied war debt payments. The presi- 
dent 
inquired 
how it 
was 
pos- 


sible 
even 
to 
talk 
about 
get- 


ting money from the allies when con- 
gress is delaying the passage of bill 
which authorizes a commission of 
five to negotiate with foreign gov- 
ernments on the payment of principal 
and interest. In other words, if con- 
gress will hurry up and pass the fund-' 
ing bill then some clear idea may be 
obtained as to whether any revenues 
may be expected ^from the allies. 


MATTER NEGLECTED 


Up to this time, not a single thing 


has been done toward fixing a time 
for the payment of either interest or 
principal. No private business would 
allow an immense debt to run along 
without even a promissory note fix- 
ing the dates of payment. Both the 
president and the secretary of the 
treasury have pleaded with congress 
to pass the. bill. The house has acted 
favorably but the senate has failed 
to put the measure through. Tlie agi- 
tation for a soldier bonus may have 
the effect of forcing action on 
the 


funding bill though Mr. Harding him- 
self is careful to refrain from promis- 
ing-appro****-**- tfjeHaomre bill-even S 
he has the power-to fund the delft. 
The funding bill only authorizes! ne- 
gotiations. It 
doesn't 
insure pay- 
ment. Then it will become necessary 
for the American commission to dis- 
cuss with the allies the assets avail- 
able. 
Indeed, Mr. Harding is eager 


to have this authority to negotiate 
before the big economic conference 
takes place at Genoa in March. For 
the time being he is withholding ac- 
ceptance of the invitation to the con- 
ference because he wants to show the

WEALTH 


The average .wage-earner receives in 


compensation for his work less than fifty 
thousand dollars iii a lifetime. He leaves 
practically nothing to his family, except a 
comparatively small insurance legacy, and 
in many instances 'the insurance is but 
enough to defray the cost of his funeral. 
Accurate statistics show that many men 
are dependent on other persons in the lat- 
ter years of life, as a consequence of re- 
verses, misfortune, ill health or unexpect- 
ed A'ieissitudes. 


It is a common and generally credited 


saying among men of -wealth that very 
few- persons become rich on a salary, 
ffhose who receive regular salary, no mat- 
ter the size, are accustomed to live up to 
their income: in fact, they almost habit- 
ually live somewhat in excess of it. 
They 


adjust their mode of living to their 
com- 


pensation; to live, as they say, according 
lo their social station. Considered scientifi- 
cally, no salary, however large, would be 
adequate of itself to accumulate into a 
fortune. 


Henry Ford says he has approximately 


$140,000.000 of cast in bank. He esti- 
mates the value of his properties, on an 
earning basis, at $1,000,000.000. AVcre 
he to receive a salary- of -$20.000 a year 
for forty years—and tliis would be an un- 
likely supposition to apply to anyone, it 
would total §800,000 for the whole pe- 
riod. According to experience, he "would 
spend all of that. Or. if he spent three- 
fourths, he would leave only $200.000 in 
his estate. 
The average annual wage is 


but slightly more than §1.000. and it 
would, in forty years, amount to only 
•$40,000, and it would be spent as 
earned. 


In Mr. Ford's circumstance, his vast 


fortune is primarily the result of a 
com- 


mercial invention. 
Most large fortunes 


are the material" product of some kind of 
an invention or monopoly. Other fortunes 
are, 
in the main, built on. profit, by the 


conversion of savings into capital and the 
subsequent capita.liza.tion of interest. 
In 


the first stage original capital accrues 
from work, and in the ultimate state from 
capital, or, in the language of the street. 
by "making money work." And so the 
best way to amass a competence is to ab- 
stain from luxuries and save a little 
money, and then, when the savings are so 
large that they may be looked on as capi- 
tal, to invest them in a profitable but safe 
enterprise. Everyone cannot be a million- 
aire, but it is within possibility, perhaps 
probability, for most persons to build up 
capital of some proportions. 


Few become rich or independent on sal- 


ary alone, but savings from salary are the 
means of acquiring capital, and capital 
multiplies itself. Ordinrily. it is by saving 
money and making money work that 
"comfortable circumstances7' or riches 
are realized.

151,000 Americans in 19^0. reports the 
census bureau. This was 13.000 more 
than 1919.

( standards of American education than 


• ever before in our history. 
Tho records 


of our state Jo.gisliatures and assemblies 
disclose a multitude of acts relative to the 


public schools of the nation, each benelt- 
eial to some phase of our extensive edu- 
cational system. Yet, with all our ad- 
vancement, we have proven laJt in a more 
or less large degree by not attacking, with 
any pronounced or concentrated vigor, a 
fundamental factor shown, by investiga- 
tion to be a distinct menace against tue 
health and proper development of our 
school children. This is the prevalence of 
poor eyesight among the pupils of the 
pub- 


lic schools. 


The existence of defective vision in the 


child in our grade or high schools is a 
challenge to our presumed interest in the 
welfare of the country. It is a condition 
which should arouse concern. Not more 
than a niouth or two ago we learned from. 
the Hoover committee on elimination of 
waste in industry that more than fifty per 
cent of our industrial workers- are suffer- 
ing from poor eyesight. Xow we discover 
that the same ailment affects twenty-five 
per cent of onr school children. The infer- 
ence is plain. Aside from our moral re- 
sponsibility in the welfare of American 
childhood, we shoxdd awaken to the real 
origin of the economic menace of defective 
vision in our industrial occupations. 


So many ailments zind so many deficien- 


cies are primarily or secondarily caused 
by poor eyesight that the correction of 
this very serious physical impairment 
would seem to be an elemental neee:«ity in 
our public school system.

Like Canada. Australia and South Afri- 


ca. India is far away from England, the 
administrative center of the British 
com- 


monwealth of nations. Like the original 
thirteen colonies. India ha.s reached the 
point where it threatens 
separation, 


though it is willing to remain in the Brit- 
ish commonwealth as a dominion. But the 
pe.ople of India have a different civiliza- 
tion and different religious professions 
than those of the Occident. 


It would be injudicious to infer that 


the Indians will not persevere, or even 
fight, for home rule or independence. 
They are showing firm, inflammable de- 
termination. 
"What consumation may be 


anticipated ? It looks as if there will be a 
Mohammedan-Moslem dominion in the 
British commonwealth.

Thus one who knows precisely what the 
diaphragm is ».n«1 does can work that muscle more 
effectively than even a better developed individual 
who is ignorant of anatomy. Singing teachers and 
singers understood that. There is, then, a kind 
of self consciousness which is good for our health. 
1£ introspection, and morbid imaginings from too 
much almanac works havoc with the health of the 
credulous, that is because these misguided folk just 
poke about and dabble with their in'ards. There is 
no such influence felt by doctors, who boldly take 
the in'ards out and study them. 
JSTor arc- nurses 


injured in health and happiness by tho knowledge 
of the interior they acquire in their training — pro- 
vided they are well trained. 
It lias been found that victims of the characteris- 


:ic paresis of locomotor ataxia arc able to accom- 
plish more in. the way of re-education of the muscles 
£ they follow out their daily exercises while blind- 
folded. This merely removes a source of distraction 
of tho attention from the exercises. It 
was by 


blindfolding patients that Dr. W. J. M. A. Maloney 
of Xew York was able to bring about much hap- 
>ier results in the treatment of tabletics (locomotor 
ataxia cases) with the Prenkel muscle re-educative 
exercises than had been possible before*.

mg concentration of tho patient's mind and atten- 
tion. free from distractions, upon the effort to make 
:he movement which is seemingly impossible or ex- 
tremely feeble, is a distinct aid in overcoming Pa- 
resis or paralysis from poliomyelitis as well as other 
diseases. The mere mental effort, if sincerely and 
regularly made by the patient under circumstances 
:ree from, distraction, allowing the imagination to 
picture the limb obeying the will and going thru 
:he movements of the excrete at a regular, rythmic 
rate, involves a most favorable stimulus to "regen- 
eration and. restoration of the nerve muscle func- 
tion.

Tho Alloy Stains 


I am a girl aged 16 and I wear glasses. "Where the 


noscpiece rests across the bridge of my nose the 
skin becomes very much discolored, altho it is good" 
gold. "What is the cause. The optician said I have 
uric acid in my system, but I have always been 
strong and well and am now healthy aside from my 
poor eyesight. (W. T. A.) 


Answer — The optician has been reading the wrong 


almanac. This staining or discoloring of the skin 
by jewelry has no relation whatever with uric acid 
or any other acid. The discoloration is due to a 
chemical reaction of the base metal, silver or copper 
of the alloy with sulphur in the sweat of sebum of 
the skin. Sulphur compounds are normally present 
in the excretions of the skin. So everything is all 
right, you are just a little more alive than some 
others who do not notice stains from jewelry. Use 
a. drop of aromatic spirits of ammonia on handker- 
chief or cloth to remove the stain from the skin.

and "low blood pressure." A friend asserts that a, 
person who is "full blooded" and florid

plexion has high blood pressure.

Answer — Xo. Most individuals who 
have 
high 


blood pressure are rather pallid, and many who are 
popularly considered full blooded and who have a 
florid complexion have low blood pressure and per- 
haps even insufficient blood or weak blood (anemia). 
Appearances are misleading. Blood pressure is the 
tension of the blood in the arteries, maintained nor- 
mally by the pumping of the blood by the heart and 
by the musclar and clastic pressure upon the blood 
by the arteries themselves and by the body muscles 
around the arteries. Blood pressure may be "com- 
pared with the water pressure in the service pipes 
of a. municipal water system, save that these pipes 
are inelastic. TVhen the blood pressure increases to 
an abnormal degree from any cause, the individual 
has "high blood pressure," which may not be, and 
usually is not. of much importance, that is, in it- 
self.
